Your Congressman

A bill' is nenring passage in the 
United' States Congress providing 
bargain rates for radio and TV 
political advertising by. candi- 
dates for national office.' The 
measure requires all radio, and 
TV stations to offer candidates 
i'or Federal offices' advertising 
rales at the lowest .lever offered 
to commercial customers. * 

In addition, the measure re-, 
peats the .so-callcHlv/'equal time" 
provision's , of the Federal slotute 
insofar as * Presidential, Vice 
Presidential, and Congressional 
candidates are concerned. Al- 
though the final text of the bill is 
not yet determined, it appears 
that the measure will have no ap- 
plication to the 1970 elections. 
The bill under consideration 
would permit free radio time 
Tor debates in the 11*72 Presiden- 
tial race such as .we witnessed 
in the 1960. Presidential campaign 
—without the necessity of grant- 
ing equal time to third party can- 
didates. 

The measure also scls a top 
limit for total expenditures Tor 
radio and TV political advertis- 
ing of seven cents per vole based 
upon the number of voles cast in 
the most recent general election, 
or $20,000. whichever is the great- 
er. This would limit Congression- 
al campaign expenditures; to Ihc 
$20,000 figure and ..would total 
ahoul S5 million. for "each candi- 
date for President in the 1072 
general election, Only one-half 
nf such amounts would be per- 
mitted to be spent in primary 
election campaigns. Although, as 
noted above, the bill does not ap- 
ply to the 1970 elections, it would, 
become effective with respect 
to primary and .general elections 
in 1972. 

This bipartisan legislation; has 
been sparked by two recent pri- 
mary ■ ! 'campaigns, namely;" "life 
primary, election of Howard Met- 
zenbaum of : Ohio, .Whose ; alleged, 
expenditures of more than $r ; m'd- 
Uon for TV programs enalilcdiiim 
to win nomination over formef 
astronaut. .John "Glenn, as the 
Democratic candidate . for U. S. 
Senator from Ohio; and later,, 
millionaire Congressman Richard 
Ottinger of New' York' overcame-^ 
his Democratic opponents— •in- 
eluding Ted Sorensen, the former 
secretary and confidant of the 
late John F. Kennedy, to win the 
Democratic nomination for the 
office of U. S. Senator from New 
York. 

It was argued on the Floor of 
the House of Representatives 
that extravagantly financed cam- 
paigns consisting of a "television 
blitz" may enable a little-known 
but wealthy candidate to over- 
whelm a "more capable and better 
qualified— but less affluent— rival. 
Notwithstanding the strong ap- 
peal for fairness based on eco- 
nomic considerations, as well as 
equal time provisions, the legis- 
lation contains many objection- 
able features. . One may well ask 
why a candidate for public office 
should require radio and TV sta-. 
tions to grant cut-rales for politi- 
cal advertising. It may also be 
asked what effect the limitations

Final revisions 
menls ■ to Federal ' regulations 
governing the "operation . of :; the 
National School Lunch Program 
were ahnouhced today' by "Assist- 
ant Sedrctary of Agriculture' 
Richard E. .wng. ," 

.These regulations implement 
Public Law 91-248, which broad- 
ened and improved the. National 
School Lunch, and -Child Nutrition 
Acts. . , ' 

. For-the first lime in the history 
of the National School Lunch Act 
of 184g, regulations- were* issued 
in proposed form oh July 15, ■■with 
ati invitation lb any Interested 
party to submit comments,' sug- 
gestions, or objections by Aug. ti. 
"We were pleased with the re- 
sponse," Assistant Secretary 
Lyng said. Over 100 individuals 
and organizations submitted com- 
munications; "We believe the 
final regulations represent .a. sub-, 
stahtial improvement over the 
proposed" regulations because ol 
the suggestions and comments 
received," Mr. Lyng added. 

Under the final regulations an- 
nounced recently local , school 
authorities continue to have their 
previous obligation lo serve free 
arid reduced price lunches to 
children they determine lo be un- 
able to pay the full price of the 
lunch. Such ' officials now will 
have to include the criteria they 
will use in making such determin- 
ations in standards of eligibil- 
ity - which-musl be approved by 
the State educational agency and 
be publicly announced in the com^ 
mimity. . 

These': standards of .eligibility 
must take into account 3 manda- 
tory criteria — family income, 
family size; and the number ' of 
childr.cn In the family attending 
school or pre-school day-care 
centers. Additionally, on and af- 
ter January 1, 1971, any school 
children from a family whose an- 
nual income is -at or less than 
the "income^ poverty guidelines" 
prescribed, by the Secretary of 
1 Agriculture must be ■ served a 
free or reduced price lunch. 

the income poverty guidelines 
for the : 1970-71 school year were 
announced by USDA on August 4, 
For a family ftf 4 members, the 
income poverty guideline is $3,720 
a . year ' in income. . <The guide- 
lines for' other size families -are 
in USDA press release 2347;5ls- 
sued August 4, 1970. 

The new regulations, to be pub- 
lished in the Federal Register on 
Friday, September 4, spell out 
how local school officials shall 
publicly announce their stand- 
ards of eligibility for a free or 
for a reduced price lunch. • In- 
formation must be scat to par- 
ents, by letter or notice, as the 
school year begins and the same 
information must be made avail- 
able to informational media in 
the community. The letter or 
notice to parents must be accom- 
panied by a form which, families 
can use to make application for 
free or reduced price lunches for 
their children. 

. The final regulations provide 
that a school must offer free or 
reduced price lunches to children 
from families whose application 
indicates , that the family meet 
the announced standards of eligi- 
bility. When school officials wish 
to challenge the continued eligi- 
bility of a child they : must do so 
under a hearing procedure .which 
gives a family advance notice of 
the information that indicates Its 
children may no longer meet the 




school's eligibility staridards;' 
However, the child ; ^iHcqn|liili^ 
to get free luhches.while; the ch«U 
lehge is under consideration ; 

For the first time, as required 
by P.L. .91-248, the regulatibh's > 
establish certain performance 
standards for-.schools : wh|ch .re- 
ceive only, federally donated chrh- 
modltjes.for their nonprofit lunchi; 
programs. Called "commodity- 
only, schools". In the regulations, 
these schools , must accept;:. the 
same obligations with respect, to , 
the service of free or reduced ' 
price lunches to needy "children 
as schools that . receive federal 
hash assistance for their lunch 
programs, „ 

Assistant Secretary Lyng point- 
ed out, howeveiv that PL. 91^48 ; ; 
does provide certain : exemptions;

Among other major changes 
spelled out in the final regula^ 
tions are the revised rules for the T 
expenditure of special cash as-., 
sistance funds— those authorized 
by Section 11, .of the National 
School, lunch Act Prior to the- 
passage of P.L. 91-248 these 
funds could only be Used to as- 
sist schools that, met certain 
standards of heed. Now .these 
Section 11. funds can -be used to 
assist in the service of free and';

children in any participating 
school, based upon the school's 
need for such special assistance.

Jantlline '^facilities to Germany. 

—AT&T said the cable would pro- 
vide needed circuits to Europe, 
Middle East and parts of Africa. 
In addition, it could serve the 
Indian Ocean area by extension 
through European earth Stations 
1o the Indian Ocean satellite. 

In a letter accompanying the 
filing, R. R. Hough, President of 
AT&T's. Long Lines Department. 
said transatlantic calling is up 43 
per cent over a year ago. 

An AT&T analysis shows the 
following substantial increases in 
calling volumes "during the ~pnst 
year: Portugal, 109 per cent; 
Belgium, 82 per cent; Greece, 
62 per cent; Germany, 60 per 
cent; the United Kingdom, 44 per 
cent, and Finland and Italy, 41 

• per cent. The figures cover vol- 
umes for last May, June and" July 
as compared with those during 
the same period in 15)60. 

AT&T said the anticipated in- 
crease in calling volumes would 
boost the need for transatlantic 
circuits of all kinds from 1,075 
circuits this year to 2,100 in 1972: 
3,500 in 1975 and nearly 8.70O in 
1980. - 

Unless another cable is author- 
ized. AT&T said an imbalance in 
circuits would rapidly develop so 
that by 1975 Jhc radio would be 
71 per cent satellite and 29 por 
cent cable and that by 1980 the 
disparity would, increase to A3 
per cent satellite and 12 per cent 
noble. 

On' the other hand, AT&T add- 
ed that authorization of the pro-

AT&T said the addition of an- 
other large capacity transatlantic 
cable would contribute to the con- 
tinuing trend toward lower cost 
of cable facilities that has pro- 
duced, substantial reductions in 
overseas telephone rates to'" the 
public. 

Today's application followed by 
about a week AT&T's response in 
the FCC's policy inquiry initiated 
last June into the future- licensing' 
of overseas communications fa- 
cilities. In both filings AT&T 
stressed the need for, a. proper 
balance between cable, and satel- 
lite facilities in order (to assure 
the public reliable and economi- 
cal service. 

In his letter Hough said the 
FCC's facilities inquiry would be 
"highly beneficial'.' but that its 
global and long-range scope and 
the complex issues, involved un- 
doubtedly would require, consid- 
erable, time to resolve. » . 

Hogh suggested that the FCC, 
In the public interest, consider 
AT&T's plans for the new trans- 
atlantic cable without waiting for 
the inquiry's outcome, just as it. is 
doing with respect to the new 
generation satellites such as the 
Intelsat IV scries. 

The proposed cable would oc 
constructed, owned and main- 
tained by AT&T and by the 
French Ministry of Post and Tele- 
communications and the Deutsche 
Dendepost in Germany.

Scott Warns 
Against 
Heat Cheats 

i Illinois Attorney General. Wil- 
liam J. Scott has warned prop- 
erty owners against unscrupulous 
heating and furnace contractors 
Vor persons posing as building in- 
spectors who insist that heating 
facilities must be overhauled be- 
cause of the state's new air pollu- 
tion law. . ^ ' . 

Using (he new state air pollu- 
tion laws to make people think 
that their heating facilities need 
a thorough, inspection and possi- 
ble modification or overhaul is a 
new. avenue of fraud that should 
be "stopped before it becomes 
widespread," according to Scott's 
chief of Consumer Fraud and 
Protection, , Howard R. Kaufman. 

Kaufman said there has been a 
new wave of disreputable con- 
tractors, inspectors, heating ex- 
perts, and Others who insist that 
home owners spend algrealrdeol. 
of money for unnecessary .work. 
They claim that if the work is 
not done, the homeowner will be 
fined for noncompliance with the 
pollution regulations, Scott's Con- 
sumer protection chief said. 

Attorney General Scott advised 
homeowners to deal with reput- 
able - heating contractors-known 



In their own community. Be 
said he Joins with the majority 
of reliable heating contractors in 
warning homeowners that work 
done by disreputable contractors 
may be shoddy and substandard. 

The attorney general advised 
homeowners who have been ap- 
proached by '^so-called "building 
inspectors" to verify the identity 
of the Inspectors, also to check on 
the reputation of any heating con- 
tractors they plan to deal with. 

If anyone has been the victim of 
unscrupulous practices on the 
part of heating contractors, they 
should inform the Attorney Gen- 
eral's Office, Consumer Fraud 
and Protection Division, 134 N. 
LaSalle Street, he said.
